Mineral waters, for instance, cost to 
manufacture, on an average, about the 
one-nundredth part of a penny per bot- 
tle. Yet your grocer will chargo you 

throe-half pence, for a 'largo' soda, and 
a publican fourpcu'c.e, tho gross profit 
over prime cost working out at 15,000 
and 10,000 per cent, respectively. 

A quart of lime-water is sold ordin- 
arily by chemists for sixpence. Yet a 
single penuy-wortk of lime will suffice 
to make certainly not less than two 
hundred gallons; gross profit, 240,000 
per cent.

Mrs. Sineetan was converted nnd be- 
came a Soldier in Toronto, and nino- 
teen ycara ago, in tho same city, re- 
ceived a commission as an Officer of 
Tho Salvation Army.

PREVENTTBLE DISEASE. 

According to a Hailed States yiuys: 
clan, unc-ihird of the 5,700,000 persona 
who died, or were ill, last year in Amer- 
ica, could have remained in perfect 
health through the observance of simple 
health rules. Ec very pertinently says: 

"As an argument for peace we are 
told that 210,000 men died as a result 
of battle in both armies during the 
civil war. As an argument for better 
health laws nnd policies, we tell you 
that 750,000 peoplo died of tuberculosis 
in the United States during the last 
four years, nnd that at least half a 
million ore constantly sick of it. 
Slionld not an effort be made to pre- 
sent this disease aa well as typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, scarlet fever, eholera 
infantum, dysentery, and the other 
domestic pestilences?" 

Certainly; but we fancy that nt the 
bottom of all these filth diseases is the 
greed of man, and no matter what lovers 
of their fellows and devotees of science 
may recommend, tho nvarico of man will 
always bo found to keep up the supply 
of discasebreediug slums and insani- 
tarj' dwellings. 

CANADIAN 1 INVASION. 

The rumoured prosperity of Canada 
would appear to have its disadvantages, 
inasmuch as men from less prosnorous 
countries make the Dominion their des- 
tiuation. According to the daily press, 
there is R^-in^esion, of Canada from the 
south. An army of unemployed from the 
States arc crossing tho frontier at many 



points. The dischargo from employment 
of thousands of men by the railways and 
steel and ironworking concerns has flood- 
ed the country with men seeking work, 
many of whom Como into this country 
"without a dollar. And it is recognized 
that huudreds of them wilt spend the 
winter as vagrants in Canadian jails. 
This is unfortunate, and it cannot ho 
made too widely known that no matter 
truat advantages Canada may possess in 
the Spring nnd Summer, Winter is uot 
the busy season, nor aro conditions tho 
most comfortable. Still,- no doubt the 
ftiifutLuuaiu unemployed take up the ar- 
gument of tho four lepers at tho gates of 
besicnod Samaria, "If *ve go into the 
city we die, aiid i£ we gv to tho camp 
of the Syrians wo can but die, and if 
they save us alivo wo shfil! live."

The Department Store. 

An Interesting Description of Kow These Great Commer- 
cial Enterprises are R«n« 




\ HK popular idea is that a 
department store is mere- 
ly the grouping tugethi-r 
of n largo uumbcr of 
separate businesses under 
on? roof. But the esjxvi- 
mcat of assembling business in one store 
to minimize the cost of rent and other 
fixed charges lists bcon tried, and discon- 
tinued aa a failure. The success of a 
department store rests upun an entirely 
different principle — upon standurdba- " 
tion. 

Tho old way of doing business wa-* 
Biuiplc, and the methods were highly 
clastic, The proprietor bought as cheap- 
ly us lie could, usually in quantities that 
were measured only by his capacity to 
Bell and by his credit. 

A Complicated Machine. 

. Now the difference between tiio old 
way and the new is tho difference be- 
tween tho old-time workshop, where every- 
thing was made by hand, and the factory, 
whero machinery docs tho work. The 
machino mates articles rx.ir.tly alike in 
standard sizes, and the cost of produc- 
tion is cnormouwly reduced, as ovcryouo 
knows. Tho modern methods of conduct- 
ing a department store represent the in- 
troduction into mercantile life uf this 
factory idea, in so far as it stands for 
uniformity, automatism, and cheapened 
production. Like the factory, the depart- 
ment store is itself a huge, extremely 
complicated uiaiaiuc, and Liio sioro that 
most nearly approaches automatic per- 
fection in its operation is the most suc- 
cessful. 

■ Probably the most important factor in 
the development of the department store 
machine is tho idea of ''one-price ar.iclcs 
mnrked is plain figures. * ' This makes it 
possible for the goods practically to sell 
themselves. The element of bargaining, 
the' most important feature of tho old 
system, is almost wholly eliminated. Tho 
cMof function of the clerk is to sec that 
the machine works properly. IIu has un 
tiioro to do with fixing the selling price 
than baa the purchaser. ~ 

Bargain Sales. 

An important principle of Hie system 
of Btnwlnrdizntiuit in the department 
Btoro is that all departments shall make 
practically the same percentage of profit, 
ft is tho volume of business, and not tho 
individual profits of departments, that 
ntnko the great prosperity of a depart- 
ment store. Because of this every store 
tries to keep its stock as low as possible. 
Under the old CTstcni n store would buy 
a whole year's supply of staples and a 
Beason's supply of other goods. But it 
ia not so now; nnd the modern method 
throws upon tho shoulders of manufac- 
turer and wholesaler the risks that for- 
merly v=cro assumed by the retail store, 
to tho jjruvc disorganization of tho busi- 
ness uf those who " Ripply the big stores. 
Most women know, that as a ride, tho 
things offered in bargain sales arc sold 
below t lie actual cost of manufacture. 
Now, tl:e bargiu'u sale ia popularly sup- 
posed to serve a double purposes — to at- 
tract pr-oplo to the store and to get rid 
of old tfnotls. The first proposition is 
always true, while the latter applies to 
only about one-tenth of tho bargain sales. 
The manufacturer stands the loss, for 
thero is a very considerable loss, of tho 
other nhic-tcnths. It is known amongst 
department store owners that tliero is 
always a manufacturer who is. willing to 
sell some of his ontpnf nt a great sacri- 
fice. It mny be because he finds himself 
stocked with goods for which there is no 
demand at tho prices for which they 
were made to soil ; oftencr he is hard 
pressed for ready money. But whatever 
tbo can Be, the result is a* bargain sale ia a 
department sWe. And in alj rosea, ei- 
e?pt the oao bargain sale in ten by 
which the store- is getting rid uf itn own 
goods that haven't sold, tho establish- 
ment makes its regular standard profit. 
Dhtics of a Merchandise Manager. 

Tho buying for a department store has 
been as carefully staudnrdized as Hie 
soiling, Although the process Jias beOB 
Slower. In the old.clayH the owners of 
the stare did all tho buying. Then, aa 



departments increased^ thin pnrt of tha 
work was turned over to the heads of de- 
partments, who wore called buyers, and 
it ho were responsible to the general man- 
ager or to one nf the proprietors. 

To the n,erehnndi*.' manager is deputed 
(he supervision of both tho buying and 
the selling, and be can make or break a. 
great establishment. He takes over a 
[■art of tho duties that formerly fell ou 
the general manager, the advertising man- 
ager, and, frequently, one of the members 
of the firm. Primarily, his business: is to 
see that goods arc bought to the best ad- 
vantage and sold as quickly as pos 



goods appear cheaper, but that isn't the 
reason for it. When one deals in per- 
centages there are bound to be odd fig- 
ures. 
A Troublesome System. 

Tho C.O.D. system, which is such a 
convenience to customers, entails a vast 
anionut of trouble and expense upon the 
department store. In the first plate, it 
•xJvegitstss s-eeial cashiers; each driver 
is"bo n ded"thc firm paying the premium, 
and ho is required to settle up after every 
trip. Then, tho pcrocutago of pcoplo 
who order goods sent home C.O.D. and 
chango their minds when the goods ar- 
rive is dismayingly large. Besides, ever 
so niany pcoplo with' a curiously pervert- 
ed sense of humour think it a fiuo joko 
to order a quantity of goods sent to some- 
one who knows nothing nbout tlioui, and 
this, of course, results in endless bother. 
Sometimes there is a different motive. 
One slorc had a particularly flagrant case 
of a woman who ordered thousands of dol-

The manner in nhich the selling prien 
is fixed varies in different stores, but the 
principle is the same. The merchandise 
manager, where there is one, always fixes 
the pelling price.

Everything is determined ou a pirccntago 
basis. To the prieo at which the goods 
arc billed to the store arc added tho fixed 
charges, which include rent, delivery, 
bookkeeping, selling expense, etc., the 
range being from eighteen to thirty per 
cent., ami the average about Iwenty-live 
per cent.
